Awful Storm.—Wo wero visited on 


Salarday evening by a very severe thuuder 
storm, finch as wo rarely see. About seven 
o'clock a very dense black cfoud appeared 
n the north; this camo southward with 
great rapidity, glowing lots dense in its
